another victim. Police photos and 
witnesses marked the trail 
from 


here to the Imperial Valley. 


The hunted man is William Ed- 


ward Cook, 24, of Joplin, paroled 
convict from the Missouri peniten- 
tiary. 


And there is a commentary on

aging the release of known crimi- 
nals as it is in catching them. 


It's asking a whole lot of police 


officers to risk their lives against 
blazing guns when, no sooner is a 
criminal locked up, someone im- 
mediately starts scheming to set 
him free.
